LATONIA’S CHAMPIONSHIP 



Richest Race Seems Prey to the 
East Again. 



OUR LEADING AMERICAN TRAINERS 



Churchill Downs Awarded the 
West’s Most Valuable Two- 
Year- Old Race. . 



I.OriSVILLK. Ky., August 3.— Forty-fiyp higli- 
cliiss tlumuiglibred sires, some of llieni foreign bred, 
are represented i»y tlie sixty-tliree reniaiiiiug eli- 
gildes to tile riili L:itoiii:i Cb.-iiupioiisliip Stakes, 
wliicli will luive its se<-oiid niiiiiiiig at tbe (’oviiigtou 
<*ours<* next Oct<dter. ('elt lends tile list, five of his 
progeny luiving l>een kept in the big rare, while 
Wliisk Bishuii II.. Hullot and Von Tronip are next 
in order witli tliree eaeli. Those with two a)>iece are 
King .lames. Helmet. His Majesty, Uuele, Tracery, 
Sain. MHiee and Broomstick. 

This stake means :i lot to the thoroughbred 
breeder of .\merii-a. not <inl.v because of the fa^t 
that the.v are rememliered iii a finaucml way b.v 
the Kentucky J<K-key (’lub. but owing to the pres- 
tige wliich a stallion gains b.v siring the winner of 
such an imitortant event. Ijist year this honor fell 
to Fair Play, the sire of Mad Hatter, but this 
year he wili have representative it it. For some 
reason or iinother only a few of the get of Fair 
Play were nominated to it. and all were witlidrawn 
at various times before the final payment to keep 
them eligible fell due last .Tuly 1. 

Practically all of the leading candidates for the 
valuable ,ai^ke are gt|ill owyd liy their original 
nominators or fif«'Whi?^*^ni^^fIihm are Wtldair, 
John P. Grier, I’pset. Damask, Amaze and I.*via- 
thun, in tlie Harry Payne Whitney stable; On 
Watch, which was named for tlie stake by G. W. 
Loft and bred liy the Wickliffe Stud; Cleopatra, 
nominated liy W. B. Coe. wlio still owns her; Best 
Pal and Brotherly I>ovc. nominated and bred by K 
B. Bradley; The I^sijiard. Ace of Trumps and The 
Pirate, bred, entered and owned by Edward Cebrian; 
Bersagliere and .\rdito, from Gifford Cm-Iiran’s 
breeding establishment at Mt. Kisco. X. Y., and 
Make I’p. wliich was bred by J. B. Res|H>ss and is 
still his proiierty. 

$1,000 TO THE NOMINATOR. 

In an effort to further stimulate interest in the 
laitouia Championsliip Stakes among tiie breeders 
the Kentucky .lot'key Club donates to the 

nominator of tlie winning horse, tt.'dgi to the iicrson 
who enters the liorse whicli finishes seisind. $300 
to the tliird and $20(t to tlie fourth. In addition to 
this, tile owner of tlie winner receives a handsome 
trophy valued at $1.<K)0. 

The conditions of Hie big stake were changed 
for this .vear in comidiaiu-e with a re<|uest from 
many of tlie leading breeders, and instead of having 
to pa.v to declare a liorse out la-fore a i-ertain time, 
Iiaynients liad to be made only on those left in. 
.\notlier cliange was in the Ini-rease of the starting 
fee from $2.">0 to $."i<IU. 

Most of the leading eligihles for the rich race 
an- now at Saratoga, and the.v will have numerous 
opportunities of demonstrating tlieir real wortli 
at tlie Spa meeting, which runs throiigli the month 
of August. Tliere is no long-distance stake on the 
Saratoga roster hut wliat lias a few of the I.4itonia 
Chaniiiionship eligihles in it. and ipiite a nninber 
from tlie West are slii|i|M-d there to try conclusions 
witli tlieir eastern rivals on tlieir own stamping 
ground. 

Kentuckians are deeply interested in tlie perform- 
ances of On Watcli. (i. W. I»ft’s three-.vear-ohl 
son of Colin — Uiiliia Granda. in tlie East iM-caiise of 
his great raee in tlie reia-nt Kentucky Derby, in 
whicli he finished tliird. Tlien- are many racing 
enthusiasts in tlie Bine Grass State who are of the 
opinion tliat only lack of condition defeated the 
I.oft colt in the Derh.v. and they are confident that 
he will redei-ni himself in tlie Latonia Chanipion- 
sliip Stakes if he trains on like he is doing now. 
His trill to Lexington in tlie early spring brought 
about his undoing, as he <-anght cold there and was 
coughing for several da.vs. This resulted in his 
missing a work-out or two just when lie needed 
them most. His race in the Ih-rb.v was little short 
of iilienonienal. as he was far hack in the rii-k in 
till- rush down the backstrelcii and he closed an 
ininiense gap in the final quarter of a mile. 

WEST HAS SLIM CHANCE. 

I’nless the iinexia-cled should Iiappen during the 
Saratoga meeting, the chief part that the West 
will pla.v in the de<-ision of tin- big stake will In- 
to furnish the track for it to lie run over. There 
are no western- eligihles left in it that on form 
compare favorably with tin- most prominent three- 
year-olds in the East, and this was thoroughly 
demonstrated in the rich stakes run during the re- 
••ent Keiitiick.v meetings. With the exception of 
the Latonia Oaks, in which Biis.v Signal tn-at 
Cleopatra in the fastest mile and one-i|uarter ever 
run over a Kentnck.v race track, tlie eastern three- 
year-olds cleaned np in stakes for this age ex- 
clnsivel.v. 

The Kentucky .lockey Club will cater to the two- 
year-olds more exteii'ivel.v than ever before at the 
I'omilig antnnin sensoii witn tin- Kentnck.v .locke.v 
Club Stakes, (Jiieen City Handicap and Brei-ders’ Fu- 
tiirit.v. The first -named is a new race, and it will he 
worth in the vicinit.v of .$.30.utat. Of the 3S4 horses 
noniiiiated for this rai-e. ll'l are still eligible, and 
the list includes the best shown to date both in the 
Kast and We.st. This stake will lie run at Chnrchill 
Downs, and the winner of it will stand an t-xcel- 
lent chance To go into winter iinarters the cham- 
pion moiie.v winner of the .vear in the two-.vear- 
ohl division. 

Entries to this stake close.l on .Inly 1. Ptl9. and 
the easterners were not a bit backward alsnit nom- 
inating their last pros|M-cts for it. with tlie result 
that tlie leailing two -year -olds racing in that 
secthm are in line to coiGe- 1 for the ricli prize. 
Among them are Inchcape. for whicli ,s. ('. Hildreth 
rei-ently paid a reiairted pri<-e of $l.‘iO.)NHI; 'I'eii-I.a-c, 
Smoke* Scr«-en. Star Voter, winner of the Cincin- 
nati Trophy at Latonia last siiring: Intrigante, 

Leonardo II.. Serapis. Eternity, Touch Me .Not, 
Tryster, Bna-in Spun and Prudery. There are many 
others j-et to sliow their la-st form and of which 
(BUch ia expected during the Sarutugu uiet-ting. 



The trainers of our lepding stables are enjoying pleasingly substantial results from the application 
of their skill and sedulous industry in the care of the horses in tlieir ch.->rge. This skill is really the 
cornerstone of successful racing, for no horse, no matter how good in his gifts of endowment by nature, 
can iiiit forth those marvelous displays of speed wiiicli enraiiture tin- great multitudes that now visit 
our race courses daily. The rewards of the trainers are gcaid as a rule, but all that comes to them is 
amply earned. To date it lias fallen to Ka.v .S|K-nce to send the most winners to the jmst. with S. A. 
Clopton second to him, hut Clopton has the satisfaction of leading in the matter of money won b.v the 
horses in his charge. H. G. Bedwell is |ii-ominent in Iwitli respects, la-iiig second in moiie.v won and 
third in nunila-r of races won. James Rowe is well down in the list of nunilter of races won, but the 

horses he personall.v trains are. as a rule, the <-hoi<-e ones of the Whitne.v stable and raced for the big 

money, the result placing him third to Clopton and Bedwell in the money-won column. Here are two 
tabulations showing compactly what stamis to tin- credit of tlie leaders in the department of training so 
far, the left-hand column giving the number of races won under their sii|>ervision. the right-hand column 

showing the aggregate of money garnered to iiate. It is an interesting exhibit:

CLASSIC WINNERS SAVED 


FROM RUSSIA 


EDDIE RICKENBACHER 


VICTOR 


AGAIN 



I have had news of that fine Russian sportsman 
and charining gentleman. Mr. Zveguintzoff, whem 
nian.v know in this country. Wlieu Denikin’s ,-irm.v 
went to piec-es, he brought down to Xovorosslsk the 
best liorses he had. and there asked the British 
authorities to have them conveyed to Constantino- 
pie. This was done, and several are there now 
in charge of the military authorities, who have 
seized them on the pretext tha’I they will go to- 
ward paying some part of Russia’s debt to England. 
When these horses, which include Aboyeur and 
Ixmviers. arrived at the Tu.-kish capital my friend 
Zveguintzoff was ill with tyidius, but has now 
recovered, and if he can obtain the release of his 
ihoronghbreds he would like to bring at least 
Abo.venr and Ixmviers to England. These two 

horses were respectivel.v lamglit for Russia at what, 
on the then rate of exchange, rejiresented about 
.$»:."i.0b0 and $111. ^.'lO, this being in 1913. and I hear 
.\boyeur has got some fine stwk. Here is a story 
which illustrates the mentality of the lailsheviks. 
.\ fast horse by Snnstar won a cup given b.v 
the <zar, and when they ca|itnred the animal and 
heard he had won this ra<x- they court-martialed 
the iH-ast and siiot him. — “Aiidax” in Horse and 
Hound. 

Almyeur was the winner of the sensational Epsom 
Derby* of 1913. in which Craganour finished first 
but was disqualified f<ir fouling. I^iiviers won the 
Two Thousand (iuineas of that year, with Crag.inour 
s«-cond and tin- .\mericau liorse Meeting House 
third, then ran third to Craganour and Aboyeur in 
the Derby and was placisl s«-cond after the dis- 
ipialification.

Mrs. Dur.vea has bred ,a liigh-class fill.v at her 
French stud in Durlian, b.v Durbar, the son of 
Rabelais and tin- Meddler dam Armenia, with which 
her late husbaml won the Epsom Derby. This miss 
is now the property of M. Marcel Boussac. for whom 
she recently won the Grand Criterium d’Dstende. an 
international race of $1II.(HK>. over a distance of one 
thousand inett-rs. It was tin* fill.v’s sei-ond start 
and the only reason she did not score in her iniial 
race was because of a iHsrr start. That was in the 
Prix d’Essai for fillies at Maisons-L-iffitte. 

Durban is a daughter of the mare Banshee, hy 
Irish Lad. whose dam. Frizette, b.v Hamburg, is also 
the dam of H. K. Knapp’s promising young sire 
Krizzle, a son of Biniou.

Expectation Stakes.

First Choices Take Nearly All the 
Races — Rockland Defeats Pan- 
talette — Gossip of the Track. 



S.XRATOOA. N. Y., .\ngnst 3. — There was nothing 
oiifstiiiidiiig ill eoniieetioii witli toda.v’s racing and 
a somi-wliat off-day air prevailed tlirouglHiiit. Tlie 
Expeetatioii Stakes at one mile, liaviitg a net value 
of $:;. 17.">. was tile headliner and it broiiglit out a 
quartet of three-.vear-olds of wlii-.-h Dinna Care, 
earr.ving tlie silks of the Glei. Riddle Farm, proved 
easily iiest and won after having led the entire 
distanee. He was followed lioini- h.v Ethel Gra.v, 
the Jlontfort J<Hies fill.v Ix-ating Marianne off for 
second |il:ice, and Fi-tslor. tlie onl.v otlier starter, 
followed tlie others far back. Diniia Care was an 
ontstanding favorite and Sande, liis riiler. allowed 
him to go to tlie front at once and kept liiin there 
tlirougln-ut. Ethel (ira.v, after being far liack for 
a lialf mile, moved np rapidi.v. on tlie last turn, 
hut tlie winner lield lier safe. Etliel Gray did not 
strip as well as slie appeared in Kentucky. 

Tile Montfort Jones colors, liowover, flashed in 
front when Rnckliind. a daughter of Friar Rock — 
Belle of Ormonde, led a big baud of maiden fillies 
home in the closing dash, in which the H. P. Whit- 
ney pair, Pantalette and Charity, were the favtwed 
ones... — JtockkuMl's viotory was eoBMitleral>4.v nMed 
b.v Coltiletti’s action of bringing Pantalette wide on 
tlip stretcli turn, wliicb enabled R(H-kIand to slip 
throngli next to tlie inner rail and gradually over- 
liaul Pantalette. Mavonnieen landed tliird. 

Hackers of favorites fared in good style, for 
most of tin* clioices were successful. Tliey began 
auspiciously wlien Lion d’Or cantered home in front 
of tlie otliers in tin- oix-ning race and followed up 
this initial success b.v tlie victory of Robert Oliver 
ill tin- sti-eplt-<-lnise. Guv’nor bad extensive baeking 
ill tile tliird race and led for the entire way and 
lieat Chevalier liome quite easily. Tenons Bon, also 
favorite, led tlirougliout tic- mile race and beat 
Gex and Tom Saunders. Air Man in this race was 
backed extensively, lint refused to leave with tlie 
others and was left at the harrier. 'I'enoiis Bon 
was cl.-iiuied hy Lewis Gartii for $1.70.". Gex also 
clianged ownership via tin- same route at a cost of 
$1.90-"i. tin* Triple Springs Farm taking liim. and 
Tom Saunders was claimed by J. G. Bussey for 
$1.4tMI. 

Toda.v’s normal atteiidanee of regular racing devo- 
tees wiis augmented considerably tiy tlie arrival of 
delegates and wen-known iMiliticiiiiis to tbe Demo- 
cratic state eoiiveiitioii. wliicli will lie in full sway 
liere liegiiining toiiiglit and lasting until Friday.
